LONDON, May 26—Heavy fighting 
in the region of Verdun continues, 
with the Germans still the aggressors, 
but, according to the latest Krench of- 
ficial communication, no new changes 
in positions have taken place, 

Following up their recapture of Fort 
Doviaumont, northeast of Verdun, the 
Germans have striven, but  ineffectu- 
ally, to drive out the French from the 
approaches to the fort, where they 
dvew their lines when forced to vacate 
the fort iteelf. 

The attack was a strong one, but 
Paris reports that under the fire of 
the French infantry and rapid firers 
it was Completely repulsed, the Ger- 
mans suffering heavy casualties This 
wus the only infantry attack in all the 


Verdun region, says Varis, but the

Two Men Had Collapsed in Manhole From Sewer Gas When He Went 
to Rescue—When Three Were Taken Out, Others Revived, 
But Attempted Rescuer Failed to Recover,

into the manhole to rescue after they 
had (heen overcome by gas were 
George Tozer, for some years fore- 
man of the department, and Ernie 
Holt, another city employee, Both 
these meg are now in the hospital 
and are making good progress toward 
recovery, 
The tragedy occurred at a man-

of Clements. Volt was down in the 
manhole preparing to clean it out 
when he became sick from the gas 
and endeavored to reach the sur- 
face but fell backwards overcome.

THe attached the 
rope to ‘Holt and he was hauled to 
the surface, Thee Tozer was brought 
out and then Clements, Both Tozer 
and Holt showed signs of life when 
brought out and after being worked 
over for a few moments were partial- 
ly revived. 

In the meantime doctors had been 
telephoned for and a call was sent 
to the central fire hell for the lung 
motor, There wis a quick response 
by the firemen and doctors arrived at 
the same time, The lungmotor was 
applied to Clements and several doc- 
tors worked over him for upwards of 
three-quarters of an hour when life 
was declared to be extinct, 

Clements leaves a wife and the 
other two men are also married. The 
coroner was notified and he has or- 
dered as, inquest to be held tomor- 
row,

tives of the Clyde and Tyne engineers 
and shipbuilders today on the ques- 
tion of Whitsuntide holidays, Mr. 
Lloyd George said that the increasing. 
ly hot fighting on the (French and 
British fronts, the necessity of strain- 
ing every nerve to supply the machine 
guns with ammunition, and the con- 
tinuous demands from the navy for 
all kinds of equipment, made it ad- 
Visable that the subject of holidays 
should be allowed to remain in abey- 
ance this year, 

Mr. Lloyd George began his state- 
ment by pointing out that the aster 
holidays had a deplorable effect on the 
production of munitions, During the 
Master fortnight, he said, the output 
of munitions decreased exactly one- 
half. “You can imagine what that 
means,” he sald, “It means a short- 
age of hundreds of thousands of 
ammunition, and such na - shortage 
makes a considerable difference in the 
character of operations which ean be 
vuadertaken,” Hie asserted that the 
felt sure that the workers only need- 
ed to Know the facts to respond will- 
ingly to an appeal on behalf of their

OTTAWA, May 26,—In contrast to 
the terrific battle on the French front 
at Verdun, conditions on the British 
and Canadian fronts have remained 
almost normal, according to the week- 


ly communique from the Canadian 
Seneral representative at the front, 
which follows: 


Canadian General Headquarters in 
France, via (London, May 26.—During 
the past week there was considerable 
artillery activity on the Canadian 
front. On various occasions sections 
of our line were ‘heavily bombarded. 
Retaliation by our mortars and bat- 
teries proved effective in checking the 
enemy's fire, and severely damaged 
his trenches, Sniping rematned nor- 
mal, Machine gun and rifle fire were 
brisk on both sides, particularly at 
night, 4 

Good progress was made in tho 
construction and Improvement of our 
own defensive works, Ntmerous hos- 
tile working parties were dispersed, 
Our patrols were constantly active 
and gained much useful information, 
No enemy patrols were encountered, 

(Bombs were dropped by German 
aviators in the vicinity of several af 
our camps, and villages in our area, 
Their effect was insignificant,

MAYOR URGES THAT MONEY 
BYLAWS BE PASSED BY CITY 


Addresses Meeting of Property Owners Association Last Night and 
Discusses City's Finances—Payments on Taxes Are Being Receiv- 
ed by City Assessor—Optimistically Refers to Future of City. 


Mayor Henry, when addressing the 
members of the Edmonton Proeprty 
Association last night, pointed out 
how imperative it was that the money 
bylaws which were to come before the 
council today for the first reading, 
should be passed when they were put 
to the burgesses for vote. The matter 
arose through a question being = ad- 
dressed to the mayor and alluding to 
the fact that a special meeting of the 
council had been announced to in- 
troduce the bylaws giving power to 
borrow money by the issue of deben- 
tures against the arrears of taxes in 
1914 and 1915, and asking for a little 
explanation of the bylaws, 

Question As to Voting 

The mayor answered that when the 
city obtained the power to borrow 
money on the tax arrears, it was not 
thought that they would have to sub- 
mit the matter to the people, but their 
leyal udviser on money Interests said 
that the question should be put to the 
people, It was imperative that the 
byluws should be passed, as the city 
had got to have the money. He asked 
them, therefore, to form themselves 
into commitees of one and see that the 
bylaws were passed, as possibly people 
might not take sufficient interest in 
the subject to go to the polls and the 
bylaws thereby would be lost. ° 

In answer to another question the 
mayor said that the city was quite 
willing to accept payment of taxes in 
installments and had been doing so, 

Mayor Gives Address, 

Previous to this Mayor Henry spoke 
to the gathering on the subject of the 
present position of the city and = its 
future prospects, As one of those pre- 
sent commented subsequently, Mayor 
Henry's remarks were in an optimistic 
strain, and as a matter of fact, he re- 
vealed that the city was now in an 
excellent position, and by no means 
in a state of, or likely to become, in- 
solvent, as some of the “knockers”

He 
impressed upon the meeting that the 
city Was not losing money upon the 
utilities, but the matter was simply on 
the same plane as a mortgage on « 
house, If they had a mortgage on a 
house and could not pay it, they were 
not losing the money, and, by way of 
illustration, this was what was hap- 
pening with the utilities, they were not 
paying the mortgage,

At the close of his address a cordial 
vote of thanks Was extended to Mayor 
Henry, moved by Mr. Clegg and se- 
conded by Mr. McDonald, 


The question of telephone rates was 
discussed and on the motion of Mr. 
Magrath, seconded by Mr. Cristall, the 
meeting signified approval of the pre- 
sent rates in force by the municipal 
telephone department, 

The matter of the agreement  be- 
tween the council and the street rail- 
way employees was gone Into and a 
resolution was passed asking the coun- 
cll not to renew the present uagree- 
ment when it expired in August.

It may be that the Hohenzol- 
leras have decided to destroy the 
German army at Verdun, lest the 
German army destroy them when 
it has time to coolly reflect on what 
they have done to Germany. 


Krom the peace talk that is per- 
sistently floating around diploma- 
tic circles there seems a proba- 
bility that Berlin is trying to per- 
suade President Wilson or the 
Pope, or somebody else with in- 
fluence, to intervene and patch up 
a truce that would save it from 
punishment for its crimes and 
leave it in position to resume the 
world conquest plan whenever it 
got ready. This move for peace is a 
greater menace to the Allies now 
than prolonged war. Germany has 
lost the chance to win, presuming 
the Allies to preserve their resolu- 
tion and their sanity. If Berlin 
did not think that there would be 
no peace talk in German papers 
and no- prospect of a special mis- 
sion to the President of the United 
States. The Allies have only to 
holt fast and keep on recruiting 
men and making shells to win, win 
decisively, and so free themselves 
and the world from fear of further 
molestation from the Junker out- 
fit for generations, But there is 
in every country a latent pacifist 
clement that can be counted on to 
begin to yap sentimentally for 
peace the moment there is a chance 


to stop the carnage upon any 
terms at all. Public opinion 
throughout the Allied countries 


cannot too soon or too emphatiec- 
ally make plain to this faction that 
its intervention in behalf of the 
ravager of Belgium and Poland 
and Serbia will avail nothing. It 
would be a crime as great as that 
of Germany for the Allies to lay 
down their arms until that outlaw 
autocracy has been nade to do 
what can be done to repair the 
ruin it has caused, and until a 
power that has torn up a treaty 
und adopted the weapons. of 
savagery is reduced to a position 
of impotence, There is and can be 
ho guarantee of good behaviour 
on the part of those who ravaged 
Belgium and sank the Lusitania, 
save in their being deprived of the 
means of doing the like again, The 
Allied Governments, it is to be 
hoped, will face Germany as reso- 
lutely now that it is trying to steal 
a victory by diplomacy as_ they 
have done when it tried to crush 
them by force of arms, But they 
cannot do that, and eannot be ex- 
pected to do it unless they know 
that behind them is a publie 
opinion that will stand for no 
compromise, It is for **the man on 
the street’’—who {s the final au- 
thorty—to stiffen his moral cour- 
age and let it be understood that 
the job must be finished and 
finished as it ought to be, whatever 
the pious professions may eman- 
ate from the pirate headquarters

EDITORIAL 


It is not the exposure of in- 
efficicney in the equipment of our 
troops that helps the enemy, but 
the continuance of it. 


Sir Robert Borden is right 
saying that confidence in his rifle 
is a matter of prime importance to 
a soldier. But before the soldier 
can have that confidence he must 
be supplied with a rifle that de- 
serves it, 


The vote on the bilingual resolu- 


tion is in confirmation of the un- 
derstanding that there will be no 
general election in Canada for 
some time. Trust the Nationalist 
members to have held up Sir 
Robert for assurance that they 
will have a good long spell as pat- 
ronage distributors in which to 
either offset the results of their 
vote or to make themselves inde- 
pendent of the electors, There 
will likely be no election until the 
Nationalist members either land 
themselves in comfortable jobs or 
manipulate the job-dispensing so 
as to rig up a_ political machine 
that is proof against schism on 
such sentimental questions as that 
of a vote in Parliament on the lan- 
guage question. 


Why should the Borden Govern- 
ment view General Alderson’s 
criticism of the Ross rifle in a hos- 
tile spirit? Nobody blames the 
Government for having armed the 
Canadian troops with this rifle. 
It was the national service arm, 
and’ was supposed to be a good 
one. But it had not had the test 
of service. If under that test it 
has shown defects that is not to 
the discredit of the Government. 
But the Government have been ex- 
pected to keep their eyes open to 
note whether or not the rifle work- 
ed satisfactorily, and to be ready 
to replace it without hesitation if 
it did not do so. The statement 
they have issued in reply to Gen- 
eral Alderson’s criticism gives the 
impression that they are not in 
that attitude. 

With the return of the summer 
season the jitneys are coming out 
of winter quarters and resuming 
active operations. Apparently 
they are getting an amount of 
business that is remunerative, and 
therefore inducive to more jitneys. 
This business, of course, they get 
to the loss of the street railway. 
Were Utis enterprise owned by a 
company the publie would have no 
financial concern, and therefore no 
occasion to worry. But the tax- 
payers of the city have put a vast 
amount of money into the strect 
railway system, and also stand res- 
ponsible for its losses. Any sort 
of competitor which takes business 
in a large amount away from the 
street railway is in these cireum- 
stances a proper and necessary 
matter for public attention. The 
egitimate consideration is not how 
to put the jitney out of business, 
but how to hold for the street rail- 
way the business it so desperately 
needs, If holding this business 
for the street railway results in 
making jitney operation a’ losing 
proposition, that is a matter for 
which the public are not respon- 
sible. To legislate the jitney off 
the streets is neither just nor wise, 
if it be possible, There remain 
only two means of preventing it 
cutting into the already regret- 
tably small revenues of the strect 
railway. One is to make the 
street railway service correspond 
so closely to the needs of the situa- 
tion that there will be no necessity 


for people using other means of 
getting about. The other is to 
cultivate popular loyalty to our 


civie utility, so that people will by 
preference ride on the street cars.

PENSIONS AND SOLDIERS’ WIVES 


During the discussion in parliament 
on the report of the special committee 
uppointed to consider the present 
scale of war pensions, Hon. Frank 
Oliver spoke as follows: 

Hansard report, May 18. 

Hon. Frank Oliver: The chairman 
of the committee (Mr, Hazen) has al- 
luded to an exception in the unani- 
mity of the committee in regard to 
some matters. I must confess that I 
occupy the position of the historic 
juryman who complained that he was 
locked up for twenty-four hours with 
eleven of the most obstinate men he 
had ever seen. 1 regret being com- 
peled to diver with a majurity of the 
committee on what seemed to me a 
vital question, and, as it has already 
been mentioned by my hon, friend the 
chairman and by my hon. friend from 
Kingston (Mr. Nickle), I should like 
to suy a word or two on the subject. 
I held the View that those who have 


‘wives are entitled to special consider- 


ation in the matter of pensions, over 
and above the amount paid to the 
single men. I took that view for two 
different reasons. The first reason has 
relation to the raising of the further 
forces that will be required, It must 
be admitted that in the case of a mar- 
ried man the strongest influence in se- 
curing his enlistment is that of his 
wife. Certainly, if he is the man he 
ought to be—and if he is not the man 
he ought to be, he will not make the 
best soldier—the views of his wife will 
have great weight with him in his de- 
cision. If we expect to recruit largely 
from amongst the married men for the 
future needs of the war, it appeurs to 
me that one of the first considerations 
is that the wives of those upon whom 


we must depend shall be dealt with 
liberally and generously, or, at any 
rate, justly. 

It is not possible to maintain two 
people at the same expense as one, 
The single man who is disabled can 
secure bed and board under entirely 


suitable circumstances at a very rea- 
sonable rate; but the married man 
must set up house or he does not 
carry on life under normal and pro- 
per conditions, and the setting up of a 
household absolutely and unquestion- 
ably involves a greater expenditure 
than does the providing of bed and 
board for the single man. It appears 


to be elementary that the require- 
ments of two persons are greater 
than the requirements of one, and I 


maintain that when we are 
with a minimum requirement, 
quirements of a man and woman 
greater than the requirements 
single man.

these reasons I did press my views 
upon the committee. I regret that L

Like all western cities, KHdmonton 
has been faced with the necessity for 
economizing in her administrative ex- 


pense; the rapid growth of the city, 
with the consequent demand = for 
every kind of local improvement, has 
produced revenue requirements — pro- 
portionately heavier than those of 
cities where progress has been ex- 
tended over a longer period. With a 
population about one-third that of 
Winnipeg the revenue was more than 


one-half, in 1915, of the amount need- 
ed here, 

Considering these conditions, it is 
the more creditable that a very hand- 
some saving has been effected during 
the last financial year. Compared 
with 1914 the reduction in control- 
able expenditure was $775,047, while 
a surplus of $110,583 is carried over 
to the current year, In placing this 
result for purposes of comparison be- 
side the saving effected in Winni- 
peg's expenses for the ilar period, 
it should be noted that $272,388.68 of 
Edmonton's reduction took place in 
the operation of public utilities. These

Advances in the price of sugar have 
been so frequent, that it is especially 
worth attention when a drop cas, be 
announced, Op (iriday local dealers 
were advised that sugar had dropped 
16 cents per hundred, making the 
ase price f.o.b, Edmonton ($9.20 for 
granulated in 100 pound sacks, Twen- 
ty's are ten, cents h er, and yellow 
sugar is down to $8 in 100's, 

The decline in the sugar market 
may only be accounted for by a les- 
sening demand upon the B.C, refin- 
eries, Which supply practically all of 
the sugar for Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and British Columbia, There is no 
change in the New York market noted 
and so the move is not a sympathetic 
one, 

All grades ¢ sre also down in 
price, in sympathy with the decline in 
wheat of the past few weeks, No. 1 
Patents wholesaling for $3.30 in 98 
pound sacks. Butter and egg prices 
remain stationary and the local mar- 
ket for potatoes is unchanged. 

There is no change in the prices of 
evaporated and condensed milk, but 
jobbers warn the retailers that an 
advance may be expected at any time 
because of the scarcity of tins.

DOES SHAPE OF 
INFLUENCE PRODUCTION? 


Whether the shape of a hen's body 
influences egy production or egg pro- 
duction influences her shape, or both, 
we cannot say, ye we do see that 
400d egg producers have triangular 
shaped bodies in the form of a wedge, 
the back being one of the triangle, the 
breast another and the third side be- 
ing the distance from the pelvic bones 
to the back point of the breast or keel 
bone. 

It matters little whether shape in- 
fluences egg production or egg pro- 
duction influences shape, for the fact 
remains, that the hens which are pro- 
ducing large numbers of eggs usually 
conform to this wedge shape, and we 
believe that something can be told of 
pullets even before they begin to lay. 

Shape assists, therefore, in selecting 
the best producers, but where it is 
possible to trap-nest for at least thirty 
days, much can be told of a hen's 
value a4 an egg producer” by the 
thythm of egg production. The num- 
ber of eggs produced by a hen with- 
out missing a day is called a cycle. 
The number of eggs in each cycle tells 
whether the egg organs have the ab- 
ility to produce eggs rapidly, and the 
frequency with which these cycles are 
repeated tells whether the hen has a 
constitution which will stand up un- 
der the strain of heavy egg produc- 
tion. In other words, the number of 
exes to the cycle tells the hen's breed- 
ing and repeating the cycles tells of 
the constiution, 

If a hen lays four or more eggs to 
the cycle and repeats the cycles with 
only one or two days, missed she is a 
If a hen lays three or less 
eges to the cycle and misses two or 
more days between cyles, she is of 
little or no value as an egg producer. 

The hen which lays twenty or thirty 
eges in one cycle, then misses ten or 
fifteen days, should be classed with 
the hen which lays regularly but lays 
only one or two eggs to the cycle. The 
first has well-developed egg organs 
with a aveak constitution, while the se- 
cond has a strong constiution and 
weak egg organs. 

This method of selection is of value 
Where the hens are trap-nested for 
only two or three months during the 
breeding season, or if a hen has been 
trap-nested during the breeding sea- 
son and should be killed, the rhythm 
of egg production would give an idea 
of the value of the offspring.

The agreement between the Hydro- 


Blectrie Power Co. and the City of 
Edmonton reads that the company 
will on or before January 1st, 1917, 


proceed with the construction of the 
necessary works for the carrying out of 
its undertaking, which includes a rail- 
way from a point at or near the City 
of Edmonto» to the site of the power 
development, and it will for that pur- 
pose expend the following sums: 

During the first 30 months following 
the coming into force of this agree- 
ment approximately $1,500,000, and 
during the next two years approxim- 
ately $2,000,000, also during the sue- 
cecding terms of the contract the bal- 
vnce required to complete the work, 

The company agrees that it will by 
January Ist, 19238, have constructed a 
hydro-electric power development 
plant capable of developing the eneryy 
required under the terms of the agree- 
ment, together with the transmission 
lines necessary to deliver the energy 
provided, 

The company ugrees to sell or de- 
liver to the city for a term of 21 years 
from January Ist, 19238, electric en- 
ergy of a minimum amount of 35,000,- 
000 kilowatt hours per anum during 
euch year of the contract period, 

To Tan Skins, 

To the Bulletin: How are squirrel, 
skunk and other light fur skins tan- 
ned? Northerner, ‘4 

Cut off the useless parts and soften 
the skins by soaking in warm water. 
Take away the fatty part from the in- 
side, then soak the skins in tepid 
water two hours, Mix equal parts of 
borax, saltpeter and Glauber = salts 
(sulphate of soda), about one-third of 
an ounce of each to each skin, with 
water to make a thin paste, Spread 
with a brush over the inside of the 
skin, applying more on the thicker 
parts than on the thinner, Double the 
skin together, flesh side inward, and 
Place in a cool place. After standing 
twenty-four hours wash the skin clean 
ond apply the following mixture in the 
same way as before: One ounce sal 
soda, one-third ounce borax, two 
ounces hard white soap, melted slowly 
together without coming to boil, Fold 
together again and put in warm place 
twenty-four hours, After this dissolve 
three ounces alum, seven ounces salt, 
one and one-half ounces saleratus in 
sufficient hot rainwater to saturate 
the skin. When cool enough not to 
scald hands soak the skin in it for 
twelve hours; wring out, hang up to 
dry, When dry repeat the soaking and 
drying two or three times till the skin 
is sufficiently soft, Last, smooth the in- 
side with fine sandpaper and = pumic 
stone, i 
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
